Farm Buildings 
At So. Langhorne 
Hade Big Blaze 


$2 0,000 Fire o n Rumpf Place 
Destro y ed Structures, 
And Equipment 


FIREMEN 
SAVED 
SOME 


Co mpanies Fro m 
7 To wns 
Were Mo bilized and

Fire completely destroyed a group 
of buildings, along with much of their 
contents, on the fArrn 
of 
WiJllain 
Rumpf. Sr.. South Ijanghorne, early 
Saturday evening. 
F^lre companie« 
from seven towns In Bucks County 
were mobilized. 
Through their com­ 
bined efforts several buildings were 
saved. 
The total loss, as estimated 
,)day 
by 
W’llllam 
Rumpf, Jr., will 
approximate between $15,000 and $’20.- 
000. 
“There is some insurance, but 
l don’t know exactly how much,” Mr. 
Rumpf, Jr., told the Courier today. 
'I'he blaze originated in the top of 
the hayloft and spread rapidly. Among 
the 
building« 
were 
two 
carriage 
houses, horse stable, cow stabde, two 
large hay mows, two garages and a 
pump house. 
Sixty tons of hay and much farm 
machinery was totally destroycMl, Two 
horses and several auto trucks v/ere 
« aved, as were also some sm aller out­ 
buildings. 
The blaze spread so quickly that the 
firemen had but little chance to save 
any of the buildings. Despite the com­ 
bined efforts of the companies from 
lianghorne, South I^anghorne, Hulme- 
vlille, Newtown, IVoyUistown and Yard- 
ley, the main structure of the barn 
and the group of sm aller building» 
were ('on« umed. 
All day yesterday, and all of S at­ 
urday evening, stream s of w ater were 
played on the 
smouldering 
debris. 
“ It 
was completely extinguished by 
this morning,” Mr. Rumpf stated. 
The blasce was discovered at

M., and an alarm sent to the South 
I^inghorne and Hulmeviile fire com­ 
panies.

“'I'here was property nearby which, 
had It caught fire from sparks, would 
have furnished a very disastrous con­ 
flagration. 
'I'iic country Is very dry 
n» >w, and, had our water supply given 
out, we v» oiibl have needed engines 
and hose to pump from a stream about 
:i,000 yards distant. T hat was the rea­ 
son. Í sent for a pumping enf^lne, one
